more than $7,000 resulis in a 
credit of $9 per dependent; 
more than $/,000 but not mute 
than $9,000, a credit of $8 per 
dependent; more than $9,000 
but not more than $11,000, a 
credit of $7 per dependent and 
more than $11,000, but not 
more than $15,000, 3 credit of 
per Persons 
whose household income ex- 
ceeds $15,000 would receive no 
credits. In addition we have 
raised the dependent allowance 
on the state income tax from 
$1,200 per dependent to $1,500 
per dependent. 

Think, however, about what 
will happen if the sales iax on 
food and drugs is totally 
repealed. lt is likely that cur tax 
credit program wouid be wiped 


out and with an increase in the ~ 


state income tax wage earners 
would have a larger bite taken 
out of their weekly or bi-weekly 
pay checks. We have h::ard the 
argument that instead of in- 
creasing the state income tax 
the state can just tighten its 
belt. 

In my opinion the state has 
tightened its belt - we ex- 
perienced the smailest increase 
in the state budget this year 
than any year in recent history.

portion of the money collected 
from the sales tax is returned to 
the cities, townships. counties 
and school districts from which 
it comes. If the locak units of 
government also lose this sales 
tax revenue, it is likely that 
some will have to increase 
property taxes to make up the 
difference. 

While the total repeal of saies 
tax on food and drugs sounds 
like a gvod money saving 
proposal on the surface, it has 
many pitfalls and could reevit in 
you paying more in the long
